New York, December 26.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Rumania continues the the- 
ater of greatest activities. In northern 
Wallachia, along the southern Molda- 
vian border, and in Dobrudja the Teu- 
tonic allies continue to make gains over 
the Russians and Rumanians. Thirty 
miles southwest of Braila the invaders 
have captured the town of Filipechti, 
and west of Rimnik Sarat are on the 
offensive. In this latter region during 
the past few days 5,500 Russians have 
been made prisoner. 

In Mesopotamia the British forces 
are still in quest of Kut-el-Amara, in 
which sector they have made further 
advances on the right bank of the Ti- 
gris and consolidated and extended 
their positions south and east of the 
town. Gassabs fort, 20 miles southeast 
of Kut, a base from which hostile 
Arabs ‘had been operating against the 
| Brittsh has been destroyed. 

The British victory over the Turks 
at Maghdaba, 90 miles east of the Suez 
canal,. was of considerable proportions. 
In addition to making prisoner of 1,350 
men of the Turkish force of about 
2,000, seven guns, a large number of 
rifles, much ammunition and large 
quantities of other war’ stores were 
captured. 

On the other fronts there have been 
only artillery engagements.

“Front of Archduke Joseph: On Lu- 
dova height in the wooded Carpathians 
gthere was temporarily a strong artil- 
lery fire. In Neagra valley, south of 
Dorna Watra, an advance by Russian 
raiding detachments failed. 

“Front of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen: During engagements on the 
Great Wallachian plain on the edge of 
the mountain south of Rimnik-Sarat 
during the last few days 5,500 Rus- 
sians were taken prisoner. 

“Yesterday frequently tested Ger- 
man divisions with auxillary battalions 
of Austro-Hungarians stormed ax the 
point of the bayonet the tenaciously 
defended village of Filipechti on the 
railroad from Buzeu to Braila, togeth- 
er with strongly entrenched Russian 
positions adjoining on both sides.” 

The Russians have beén driven from 
several positions in northeastern Wal- 
lachia, says tonight’s army headquar- 
ters statement on operations, which 
reads: 

“In Great Wallachia the Russians 
were ejected from several positions.” 

Russo-Rumanian forces in Dobrudja 
have been repulsed after a violent 
battle on the whole front from Lake 
Rabadagh to Tuerkcatza, says an Offi- 
cial statement issued at the Bulgarian 
army headquarters. The statement 
reads: 

“In Dobrudja the ‘enemy after a vio- 
lent struggle on the line of Lake Baba- 
dagh, Washkos, Kamceara and Tuerk- 
catza, was repulsed on the whont front. 
Bulgarian, German and Turkish troops 
took prisoner 985 more Russians and 
captured three machine guns.’

PROGRESS KEYNOTE 
AT PRESIDENTS CLUB 


Banquet Tendered the City 
Officials Is Marked by the 
Addresses of Leading Men 
Forecasting Era of Great 
Prosperity. 


COUNCIL PLEDGES AID 
TO INCOMING MAYOR 


City Council Is Not Only 
“Friendly” to New Mayor, 
But Ready to Co-Operate 
With Him in Every In- 
stanice. 


Expressing in two words—‘“progress” 
and “optimism’’the speeches of May- 
or-elect Asa G. Candler, Mayor James 
Woodward, F. J. Paxon, Victor H. 
Kriegshaber, Ivan E. Allen, Steve R. 
Johnston and others, addressing the 
members and guests of the Atlanta 
Presidents’ club at its banquet in the 
Piedmont hotel last night, Robert F. 
Maddox, president of the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank, a former mayor of Atlanta 
and a former president of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, in closing the 
program, sounded the real keynote of 
the entire evening when he expressd 
the prediction that “Atlanta tonight 
stands upon the threshold of the 
brightest period in its entire history.” 

“I believe,” said Mr. Maddox, who 
spoke dnly three minutes, “that tonight 
is really a history-making night for 
Atlanta. [ believe the city is about 
to enter upon the most prosperous era 
it has ever known. Knowing~ as I do, 
the feeling of hope and of optimism 
that pervades all walks of life, and is 
felt by all manner of business men at 
this, the conclusion of the most pros- 
perous year they have experienced in 
many; and hearing, as I have just now, 
the energetic, hopeful, determined and 
patriotic words of our next mayor, and 
the unstinted promises of co-operation 
we have listened to by spokesmen for 
the city council, the board of county 
commissioners, business men and citi- 
zens, generally, I am firmly convinced, 
and I predict, that Atlanta tonight 
stands upon the threshold of the 
brightest period in its-entire history.” 

Officials Are Howor Guests. 

The banquet, serving as the regu- 
lar monthly banquet of the Presidents’ 
club, was given expressly in honor of 
Mayor-elect Candlet, “the city cil 
and the board of county commisslonérs. 
All of the members of the next council, 
save three, were present, and, alto- 
gether, including the members of the 
club and the invited guests, more than 
150 men were seated at the tables. 

These were arranged in a square 
in the main dining room of the Pied- 
mont hotel. Within the enclosure thus 
formed was something new and sur- 
prising in the way of decorations, con- 
sisting in miniatures, done in plaster | 
and colored sawdust, of the two South- 
eastern Fair buildings and the one 
proposed; the proposed Cyclorama 
building at Grant Park, Emory and 
Oglethorpe universities, the proposed 
Atlanta plaza terminals improvement 
and the water power development of 
Tallulah Falls. This unique, instruct- 
ive and inspiring piece of decorative 
work was done by V. W. Shepard, a 
local decorator, and added materially 
to the effectiveness of the evening’s 
notable gathering. 

Another beautiful and unique fea- 
ture of the banquet was the unique 
and original menu card, the gift of 
Walter Foote, the art work upon which 
was that of L. Gregg, The Constitu- 
tion’s artist. Its front cover bore a 
cartoon representing Mayor (“Cap- 
tain’) Candler stepping aboard “The 
Good Ship Atlanta,” with Mell R. Wil- 
kinson, president of thé Presidents’ 
club, as a salor, calling to the public 
to “Lend a Hand” in helping the ship 
to clear her berth; and in the distance 
Stands a beacon light, the rays from 
which are labeled The Constitution, 
The Journal and The Georgian. 

All of the speeches were limited to 
seven minutes, save that of Mr. Can- 
dler. He was given free rein to talk 
as long as he might desire, but he con- 
sumed only about thirty minutes. 

Candler Makes Address. 

His speech was freighted with opti- 
mism, pride in the city, and confidence 
in the members of the council upon 
whom, he said, almost as much as 
upon himself, the degree to which his: 
administration shall be successful de- 
pends; and there was not a note of crit- 
icism of the present administration nor 
of past ones in anything that he said. 

Following a brief review of events 
preceding his acceptance of the mayor- 
alty nomination, and the events of the 
primary and the election campaigns, 
Me Candler entered upon a eulogy of 
thé members of the next city council, 
and said in part: 

“Without experience in municipal 
government myself, I could do no good 
and wise thing except by and with 
the cordial and sympathetic support 
and constant co-operation of the best 
and most patriotic men in the council. 
Without this, though my wisdom 
equaled a Solomon’s, and my experi- 
ence as a leader, a Moses, I could not 
accomplish this noble design. 

“The selection of this council has 
been made. I greet those selected at 
this hour with candid and most cor- 
dial congratulations, and with a re- 
newal of the pledge I made before my 
election—to do my very best. 

“You (speaking to the councilmen 
present) sought your election; I did 
not seek mine. You became candidates 
by your own desire; you evidently be- 
lieved yourselves competent and well 
qualified by love of tlanta, and by 
natural and acquired office-holding 
abilities to do better work for At- 
lanta than those who opposed you. In 
this your people have agreed with you, 
and I will be honored by public sery- 
ice association with you. 

“During my more than 40 years of 
life in Atlanta her highest and most 
lasting interests I have gloried in. I 
have not offered nor hesitated to do 
my duty to her as my civic mother.

The meeting is being held by the as- 
sociation as one of the affiliated or- 
ganizations taking part in the sixty- 
ninth convention of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science.

The answer follows: 

“The high-minded suggestion made 
by the president of the United States

of America in order to create a basis 
for the establishment of a lasting 
peace has been received and considered 
by the imperial government in the 
friendly spirit which was expressed in 
the president’s communication. 

“The president points out that which 
he has at heart and leaves open the 
choice of road. 

“To the imperial government an im- 
mediate exchange of views seems to 
be the most appropriate road in order 
to reach the desired result. 

“It begs, therefore, in the sense of 
the declaration made on December 12, 
which offered a hand for peace negotia- 
tions, to propose an immediate meet- 
ing of delegates of the belligerent 
States at a neutral place. 

‘The’ imperial government is also of 
the opinion that the great work of 
preventing future wars can be begun 
only after the end of the present strug- 
gle of the nations. 

“It will, when this moment shall 
have come, be ready with pleasure to 
collaborate entirely with the United 
States in this exalted task.”

RECEIVED BY WILSON 


Official Returns Show 9,116,- 
296 Votes for Wilson and 
8,547,474 for Hughes. 


New York, December 26.—-Complete 
official returns on the presidential elec- 
tion show that Mr. Wilson received 
9,116,296 votes and Mr. Hughes $8,547,- 
474, a plurality of 568,822 for Mr. Wil- 
son. In 1912 Wilson (democrat) re- 
ceived 6,297,099; Taft (republican), 3,- 
846,399, and Roosevelt (progressive), 
4,124,959. 

The vote for Mr. Benson, socialist, 
was 750,000, with eight missing states 
estimated, against 901,873 for Debs (so- 
cialist) in 1912, and for Mr. Hanly, pro- 
hibitionist candidate, was 225.101, 
against 207,928 for Chafin (prcehibition) 
in 1912, 


The total popular vote for the four 
candidates was 18,638,871, as against 
15,045,322 in 1912. This is an increase 
of 3,593,649, accounted for by the i#- 
creased population and the women 
vote in the new suffrage states. The 
vote by states for Wilson and Hughes:

MANY ARE KILLED 


INARKANSAS STORM 


Seven Known to Be Dead 
and Reports Say That Over 
Score of Others Perished. 
Property Loss Heavy. 


Little Rock, Ark., December 26.— 
Four persons gre known to have been 
killed near Eng mnd, Ark., in a tornado 
which swept th ugh portions of Lo- 
noke and Jefferson counties late to- 
day and more than a score of others 
are reported to have lost their lives 
at Keo, Tucker and other small towns 
in the path of the storm. Wire com- 
munication with the territory affecte 
is interrupted and erly tonight only 
meagre reports were available. 

The Known Dead. 

Albert L. Swarts, a farmer, and three 
negroes were killed near England, and 
three children, Choice and Allalee Pad- 
gett and Frances Snow, were crushed 
to death when their homes near Car- 
lisle were wrecked. 

Five members of the Padgett and 
Snow families were injured. 

Mrs. Swarts was probably fatall in- 
jured and her daughter was badly hurt. 
The Swarts home was torn from its 
foundations and carried about 100 
yards. 

Near Pine Bluff the home of Joseph 
Pilkingf™™, and a number of barn’s and 
out buildings were demolished. The 
property damage onthe Pilkington 
farm is estimated at $20,000. Mrs. Pilk- 
ington was siightly injured and two 
negro servants badly hurt. 

Considerable alarm is felt here over 
the situation at the state convict farm 
at Tucker.

Scenes of Destruction. 

Passengers arriving here tonight on 
a Cotton Belt train that passed through 
the storm district, describe scenes of 
destruction.

ed for Home Consumption 
and Circulation in Neutral 
Countries. 


Washington, December 26.—Ger- 
many’s reply to President Wilson’s note 
is renentes here as having advanced 
the peace movement another step, de- 
spite the fact that it disappoints in 
not meeting his suggestion for an 
avowal of terms. 

The reception Germany’s reply re- 
ceives among the entente allies whose 
statesmen have publicly declare 
against such a program, now becomes 
the point upon which a further move 
is hinged. The German note probably 
is the prelude to a series of carefully- 
considered delicate moves in the great 
game of world diplomacy, all possibly 
leading to an approach for a real dis- 
cussion of peace terms on grounds 
which all the belligerents may feel can 
place them at no disadvantage. 

This is the official view of Germany's 
reply so far as it has been formulated 
on the basis of the unofficial text. 
The official copy had not heen received 
tonight and President Wilson was 
kéeping his mind open. 

; Step Toward Peace. 
"Neutral diplomatic quarters, too, re- 


’ garded the note as a step toward peace.

The view of the entente embassies,

Among the Germanic diplomats the 
only view expressed was one of sur- 
prise that the reply preceded receipt of 
the entente’s reply to Germany’s origi- 
nal peace proposal of December 12. 

It was everywhere agreed that the 
principal sticking point was the lack 
of a definite statement of terms such 
as President Wilson asked and such as 
Lloyd-George declared the allies would 
require if they were not to put their 
heads in a “noose with a rope end Yn 
the hands of the Germans.” It is not 
beyond the realm of diplomacy, how- 
ever, to find a way to bridge the diffi- 
culty, and Germany’s failure is not re- 
garded as a block to the negotiations, 
although it makes them exceedingly 
difficult. 

Germany and Future Wars. 

Germany’s declaration that she re- 
gards the work of securing the world 
against future wars as a work to be 
taken up after the present conflict is 
ended was regarded with a diversity of 


opinion.

tions of the war. It also has been 
sheafed by the allied statesmen with 
the terms which would end the con- 
flict. 

Separate Conference Necessary. 

Unpopular as such a concession might 
be in entente countries, the very enor- 
mity of the subject, viewed in the cold 
lizht of diplomacy, is regarded here as 
eufficient to require a separate confer- 
ence, but one which might properly be 
intertwined with the peace 
One suggestion is that the conference 
might bind the belligerents in a solemn 
declaration and pledge to carry out re- 
organization of the international bal- 
ance and leave the actual details, such 
as demobilization, limitation of arma- 
ment, military budgets and the like for 
a separate conference untrammeled by 
the difficulties which are sure to sur- 
round the first meeting. The difficul- 
ties which nearly broke up the first 
Hague peace conference were realized 
today as an indication of what would 
confront the delegates. — 

Germany’s proposal for “an immedi- 
ate meeting of delegates at a neutral 
place” is received as admittedly much 
more specific than the. original proposal 
to “enter forthwith into peace nego- 
tiations’ and to go even further than 
President Wilson’s suggestion that 
“soundings be taken.” This alone is 
singled out by those who regard the 
reply as a step toward peace despite 
the repeated declarations of allied 
atatesmen that it was impossible with- 
out a statement of Germany’s terms. 
They expect these two positions appar- 
ently far apart to be reconciled by the 
art of diplomacy. 

liow far the United States can or 
will be concerned can only be decided 
by President Wilson.

Two Features Becloud Situation. 

Two features of the note beclouded 
the situation slightly and caused some 
concern among officials here. The 
first was the giving out of the note in

ident Wilson went to great pains in his 
note to disavow any association or in- 
fluence with this proposal and the as- 
sociation in the German reply was 
somewhat disquieting to officials who 
foresee the necessity of probably relt- 
erating the position of this government. 

Pending receipt of the official text, 
attention turns to the reply of the en- 
tente governments.

Paris, December 26.—The government 
has decided to raise Genera] Joffre to 
the dignity of marshal of France in

Conceding seats to candidates’ in 
possession of certificates of election, 
because they are certain to participate 
in the organization of the house, the 
personnel now stands: 

Republicans 214, democrats 213, in- 
dependents 2, progressives 2, prohibi- 
tionists 1, socialists 1, contested 2.

, democrats or republicans win both of 


the contests they still would be short of 
a majority. 
Independents Silent. 

All of the independents are main- 
taining strict silence regarding their 
attitude on the speakership, but the 
democratic and republican leaders are 
agreed on how mos of them will vote, 
provided caucuses are held and solid- 
arity maintained by the two old parties. 

Kelly, of Pennsylvania, a progres- 
sive, who formerly was a democratic 
member of the house, is listed as a 
democratic probability. Sovare Ran- 
dall, prohibitionist of California, who 
voted for Speaker Clark the last time, 
and London of New York, socialist, sits 
on the democratic side now and has 
been shown favors by democratic 
leaders. 

Schall, of Minnesota, progressive, the 
leaders agree, probably would lean to- 
ward a republican candidate if convinc- 
ed of his progressivism.

SAYS CABRERA. 

New York, December 26.—Luis Ca- 
brera, chairman of the Mexican dele- 
gation on the Mexican-American joint 
commission, said here late tonight 
that no time limit had been fixed for 
yeneral Carranza either to accept or 
reject the protocol proposed by the 
Mexican-American conference at At- 
lantic City, N. J. There was no under- 
standing during the ‘sessions of the 
joint commission, he added, which gave 
the American commissioners authority 
to impose such a time limit. 

General Carranza, Mr. Cabrera de- 
clared, would have ample time to con- 
sider what action he would take. Mr. 
Cabrera said he was surprised when 
informed that a reply was expected by 
the United States government today. 
He asserted that he had intended to 
take a vacation beginning tOmorrow 
but that he had aitered his plans and 
would remain here, 

Up te a late hour tonight Mr. Ca- 
brera said, he had received no in'struc- 
tions from General Carranza. The re- 
lations between the United States and 
Mexico, he continued, are the same as 
when the tentative agreement was first 
signed by the commissioners at At- 
lantic City. 

“Remember,” said Mr. Calrera, “that 
the next move in adjusting the rela- 
tions between this country and Mexico 
is not General Carranza’s.” 

Questioned as to the ‘significance 
of this statement, Mr. Cabrera would 
give no explanation. He, said, how- 
ever, that he knew nothing concern- 
ing General Carranza’s attitude toward 
the American demand that he ratify or 
repudiate the protocol. 

When the joint commission adjourn- 
ed in November, Mr. Cabrera added, the 
understanding of the Mexican members 
was that the joint commission would 
meet on January 2, probably itn New 
York or Philadelphia. 

Not one word, Mr. Cabrera declared, 
had been said in the session of the com- 
missioners concerning a loan to Mex- 
ico. The call of the Mexican treas- 
urer upon him in New York Sunday 
night was a social call only, he de- 
clared.

Wireless Silent Since First 

Distress Call of Steamer 
Maryland—Cutters Go to 
Rescue. 


Nantucket, Mass., December 26.—The 
radio stations at Saisconset and at 
Newport, R. I, listened in vain 
throughout the day and night for fur- 
ther news from the steamer Maryland, 
which sent out distress calls late last 
night saying she was sinking 380 
miles east of Sandy Hook. The. coast 
guard cutters Acushnet and Gresham 
were on the way to the steamer’s aid, 
but were not expected to be able to 
reach the position given until tomor- 
row. 

Although two steamships 
Maryland are listed in the 
register, one a British vessel of 2,962 
tons and the other an American of 
1,892 tons, it is believed that the lat- 
ter is the vessel in distress off the 
coast. The American ship left Phila- 
delphia Deeember 23 for Londen with 
a cargo of oil and iron‘ pipe, paper and 
miscellaneous merchandise. She _ is 
owned by the New York, Philadelphia 
and Norfolk Railway company.

Boston, December 26.—The steamship 
City of Savannah, which was reported 
early today as hurrying to the assist- 
a@nce of the sinking steamship Mary- 
land, arrived tonight from Savannah. 

Captain Hammond said that he offer- 
ed to go to the Maryland’s assistance 
when he®@picked up her call for help, 
but was informed by the wireless 
operator at the Sankaty station that 
the coast guard cutters Gresham and 
Acushnet were speeding to her aid. He 
expressed the opinion that it would 
have been futile for him to attempt\to 
reach the Maryland in time to be of 
assistance to her. It was doubtful 
Whether he could have found her, he 
said, owing to the meager information 
regarding her position. L. P. Potts, the 
wireless operator on the City of Sa- 
vannah, stated that his vessel was 
about half-way between Montauk 
Point, L. L, and Block Island heading 
for Vineyard sound when ne first re- 
ceived the Maryland’ s calls. The 
Maryland’s operator, he said, reported 
the distrassed steamer’s position as 260 
miles broad off Block Island. 


ALLIED PATROL BOATS 
SUNK BY AUSTRIANS 


Berlin, December 26.—(Via Sayville.) 
Two allied patrol boats were sunk and 
four other allied warships were dam- 
aged in the recent naval engagement 
in the Strait of Otranto, the Austrian 
admiralty announces. Two Austrian 
destroyers were hit. 

The Austrian announcement follows: 

“On the night of December 22-23 
four Austro-Hungarian destroyers made 
a raid in the Otranto strait, an@ after 
an engagement sank two armed patrol 
boats. On their way back at least six 
hostile destroyers of greater size and 
speed evidently of the Indomisto class 
blocked their way. A violent combat 
with guns ensued. One hostile destroy- 
er was set on fire and three others 
were hit several times at short range. 
The enemy’s sea forces, among which 
Was one vessel of a more powerful and 
unknown type, were routed. 

“One of our destroyers was hit twice 
in the funnel and another was hit in 
the superstructure. One man was kill- 
ed. There were no wounded.” 


In the Indomito class consists of 
ten Italian destroyers 239 feet long, 
armed with one 4.7-inch gun and four 
12-pounders. The official Italian ac- 
count of this engagement received last 
night said two French destroyers and 
one Italian patrol boat were damaged 
slightly. 


BOPP DENIES VON PAPEN 
FINANCED BOMB PLOTS 


San Francisco, December 26.—Franz 
Bopp, German consul, today denied un- 
der cross-examination during his trial 
with six associates for conspiracy to 
violate neutrality, that Captain Franz 
von Papen, former military attache of 
the German embassy at Washington, 
had financed or directed the alleged dy- 
namiting attempts charged against the 
San Francisco consulate. 

Von Papen was in San _ Francisco 
during 1915, Bopp said, but chiefly for 
recreation. It was in that year, the 
government alleges, various dynamite 
plots against allied munition shipments 
and ‘Canadian railroad property were 
planned or executed. 

“Is it not a fact that Lieutenant G. 
W. von Brincken and C. C. Crowley, 
two other defendants in this pa Pe 
med to take service under Von Papen 
because he had more money to spend 
on dynamiting entente munitions ship- 
ments?” District Attorney Preston 
asked. 

“Not at all. 


There is nothing to it,” 
Bopp replied. “Crowley went to New 
York under my direction. He had fail- 
ed to obtain the information about 
Canadian military contingents for 
which I had sent him east. He had a 
letter of introduction from me to Von 
Papen. It had nothing to do with dy- 
namiting.”

“In the valley of the River Kilnan, 
west of Rimnik Sarat, all the enemy 
attacks were repelled by our fire. 
“Throughout the day the enemy with 
considerable force made a number of 
attacks on the Filipechti-Lichkotianka 
front which were repulsed with great 
losses ¢o.them. The fighting was es- 
ecially fierce in the village of Fi}l- 
pechti, which on being set afire by 
the enemy artillery we evacuated.

“Macedonian Front: Successful pa- 
trol advances were made by Bulgarian 
infantry northwest of Monastir. In 
the bend of the Cerna there has been 
artillery firing of varying violence.” 


GERMANS DROPPED 
BY MACHINE GUNS 
OF BRITISH TROOPS 


London, December 27.-—The official 
report from British headquarters in 
France tonight reads: 

“Some fifty Germans approached our 
lines Monday night in the neighbor- 
hood of Lesbouefs. Eighteen of them 
were taken prisoner, the remainder 
suffered casualties from our machine 
gun fire. 

“Monday night we entered trenches 
northeast of Armentieres and drove off 
an enemy working party. The enemy’s 
positions east of Pioegateert were also 
raided; casualties were inflicted upon 
the enemy and prisoners were secured. 

“In the neighborhood of Lesboeufs 
and Guaudecourt we bombarded the 
enemy trenches during the day with 
satisfactory results. 

“At other places along the front ar- 
tillery activity has continued. 

“On the night of December 24-25 
our airplanes carried out successful 
bombing operations on places of mili- 
~ sag importance behind the enemy’s 
ine.” 

The official statement from British 
headquarters last night reads: 

“In successful raids during the 
night (Sunday) against the enemy’s 
trenches west of Angres and east of 
Armentieres we took a number . of 
prisoners. The enemy this morning 
(Monday) exploded a camouflet south 
of St. Eloi. The damage was slight. 

“There has been considerable artil- 
lery activity at intervals during the 
day along our front north of the 
Somme, where the enemy defenses and 
headquarters were systematically 
shelled by us. Much damage was done 
to the enemy defenses. Elsewhere the 
usual artillery activity continued, be- 
ing most marked in the neighborhood of 
Ypres and also south of Armentieres, 
where we bombarded the buildings oc- 
cupied by the enemy in the rear of his 
lines.” 


Paris, December 26.—“There was 
nothing to report last night with the 
exception of rather: lively artillery 
fighting in the region south of Lihons,”’ 
says today’s official report from the 
French front. 

“Ten of our aviators yesterday bom- 
barded the railroad station and bar- 
racks at Nesle and enemy encampments 
in the Chpitre wood.” 

The war office bulletin issued tonight 
reads: 

“There was great activity by both 
artilleries in the sectors of Belloy-en- 
Santere and Pouquescourt. Every- 
where else the cannonade was inter- 
mittent.” 

Belgian Communication:

ARTILLERY FIRE 
REPORTED HEAVY. 


Berlin, December 26.—(Via Sayville.) 
Today’s army headquarters statement 
regarding operations on the Franco- 
Belgian front is as follows: : , 

“Western front: In some sectors of 
the Ypres front, on both sides of La 
Basse canal and west of Lens, the ac- 
tivity of the artillery increased. Ad- 
vances by strong patrols were repeat- 
edly repulsed.”

canal, a British war office announce- 


the entire Turkish force of about 2,000 
men was destroyed. 

The statement reads: 

“The following probably are t 
details regarding Maghdabah: The to- 
tal captures were 1,350 prisoners, in- 
cluding 45 officers, 4 mountain guns, 3 
Krupp guns, a large number of rifles, 
100,000 rounds of small ammunition, 
some gun ammunition, a number of 
horses and camels and telephone and 
other equipment. 

“The total enemy engaged numbered 
1,900 or 2,000, so practically the whole 
force was destroyed. 

“Further south one of our mobdile 
columns advanced through Mitla pass, 
destroying the enemy defenses at the 
eastern end thereof. It burned his 
camps at Sunderheitman and at a point 
six miles further towards Nekel.” 


BRITISH ACTIVE 
ON THE TIGRIS. 


London, December 26.—<An official 
statement on the Mesopotamian cam- 
paign was issued tonight, reading: 

“On the 22d British detachments ad- 
vanced to the right bank of the Tigris. 
Their position subsequently had been 
consolidated. and extended south and 
east of Kut-el-Amara. 

“The enemy’s trenches on the right 
bank of the Tigris, southwest of Kut, 
have been systematically bombarded. 
Our cavalry by a night march reached 
and destroyed Gassabs fort, twenty 
miles southeast of Kut, which had long 
been a base of operations of the hostile 
Arabs. Sixty tons of grain were de- 
stroyed, cattle were captured and a 
number of hostile Arab encampments 
were burned.” 


TURKISH REPORT 
ON OPERATIONS. 


Berlin, December 26.—(Via Sayville.) 
An official statement issued at the 
Turkish army headquarters reporting 
operations on the Persian and Tigris 
fronts says: 

“North of Hamadan Russtan efforts 
to attack by surprise were repulsed 
with great Russian losses.

FIVE NEGROES HELD

Minden, La., December 26.—Five ne- 
fro suspects are under arrest here to- 
day in connection with the killing of 
four members of the family of John 
Nelson Reeves at their home about nine 
miles from Minden Sunday night. The 
negroes are held in the parish jail 
here, but the authorities appear to 
have nothing definite upon which to 
base a charge against any of them. 
Minden is quiet and there is no fear of 
mob violence. 

Members of the Reeves family killed 
by unknown persons evidently benkt on 
robbery were: John Nelson Reeves, 
aged 65; Mrs. John Nelson Reeves, aged 
30; David Reeves, son, aged 9; Wood- 
row Reeves, son, aged 5. A fifteen- 
months-old gnfant was also badly hurt, 
but reports’ from Shreveport, where the 
babe was taken for treatment, indi- 
cated that he will recover. William 
Cody Reeves, aged 7, another son, ap- 
parently was overlooked by the slayers. 

The bodies of David and Woodrow 
Reeves, who died in Shreveport Sunday 
after being taken there for treatment, 
reached Minden today. They will be 
buried, with their parents, in the fam- 
ily burying ground. 

There is no doubt that robbery in- 
spired the crime and that the men re- 
sponsible for it got away with consid- 
erable booty.

In 1916 a very 
large percentage of cotton is moving 
in regular sized bales, which after com- 
pression does not exceed 30 inches in 
width and 69 inches in length. 

“These improved conditions have been 
secured by constant effort and at the 
expense of the gy, eo farmer, 
ginners, compresses, uyers and ex- 
porters in conjunction with ship inter- 
ests of the several ports. 

“Tt has been suggested that the leg- 
islature of 1917 adopt a law requir- 
ing gin boxes to be uniform in size, 
27x54, and that the enforcement of 
the law be placed under the department 
of agriculture. 

‘T have communicated with each 
member of the legislature of Georgia, 
calling attention to the importance of 
careful marking and packing of Ameri- 
ean cotton and asking their considera- 
tion of a law for uniformity in size 
of gin boxes.

THE FINAL STEP. 


Atlanta police court figures for Christmas 
‘are encouraging. Arrests this year growing 
out of the use of intoxicants were only 28 
as compared with 83 a year ago. The new 
prohibition laws have evidently accomplished 
much; unhampered by federal assistance to 
the liquor traffic, they could do more. 

Theoretically, under Georgia’s prohibition 
laws today, there should not be a single 
police court case where drunkenness figured; 
practically, there would not be if the Georgia 
laws were untrammeled in their operation. 

To one who visited the express office a 
day or two before Christmas, and saw the 
men and women, hundreds of them standing 
like on the bread line, waiting their turn 
for their monthly allotment, it must be sur- 
prising that Christmas whisky cases in re- 


corder’s court were so few. 

If they can be gotten down to 28 with 
the liquor. floodgates from the outside wide 
open, assuredly they can be wholly elimi- 
nated when the gates are closed—as they 


surely will be. 


That final step is up to congress. When it 


closes the mails to liquor solicitation and the 
lanes of interstate commerce to liquor ship- 
ment, the good work will have been done. 
Georgia waits the day. Her laws, now

THE CHURCH AND THE WAR. 


The attitude of the Christian church to- 
ward the European war is interestingly illus- 
trated in the statement of Rt. Rev. Herbert 
Edward Ryle, dean of Westminster, when, in 
his Christmas sermon, he attacked President 
Wilson for daring to suggest a basis of peace 
to the warring nations. 

In declaring that President Wilson has 
“either, ina fit of mental aberration, sent the 
wrong note, or he has entirely misappre- 
hended the Kuropean situation,” he makes 
attempt to show that the purposes of the 
belligerents are as far apart as the poles. 
This may be true, if, as he indicates, it is the 
Allied purpose not to stop until Germany 
shall be crushed to her Knees. For it is 
equally the purpose of Germany to thwart 
such crushing as long as she has a man and 
u gun. 

Bishop Ryle’s statement, which might 
almost pass for an official declaration of 
England’s purpose, comparable as it is to 
Premier Lloyd-George’s demand for restora- 
tion, reparation and security, will at least 
be accepted as a statement of the attitude 
of the Church of England toward the Euro- 
pean conflict. 

The church in Germany stands likewise 
with the German government. It may pray 
and hope for peace, but would scarcely any 
more countenance a peace at variance with 
the imperial will than would the Church of 
England seek a peace in smallest discord 
with the British purpose. 

Only in the United States and her asso- 
ciate neutral nations do we find the church 


urging and praying for the restoration of 


peace upon the broadest and _ highest 
grounds. Their prayer is not that peace 
shall come when one or the other of the 
contending parties has gained overwhelming 
victory or been whipped to its knees, but 
that they shall cease fighting now, end for 
all time the bloodshed and destruction and 
compose their differences around the confer- 
encé table. 

Like nation, like church; it is a story as 
old as humanity. We find the Church of 
Christ, the Prince of Peace, as widely and 
irreconcilably divided as are the nations 
themselves It is small wonder, therefore, 
that the church should be rather an impotent 
factor in the ending of the war. 

President Wilson, in his note to the sev- 
eral contending powers, has simply put in 


businesslike and diplomatic terms the 
thought and hope of the Christian people 
of the United States. In the Church of 
England it meets with the same rebuff it re- 
ceived from the mouth of the British govern- 
ment. The church in France, in Germany, 
in Austria, views it doubtless each from its 
government standpoint, as if the church 
were part and parcel of the nation. 

We draw no indictment, but the simple 
facts seem to tell a story of churchmanship 
that puts patriotism ahead of Christianity. 


IN THE NAME OF CHARITY. 


Seldom, if ever, has Atlanta so opened 
her heart and purse in the name and for 
the sake of charity as in this Christmas 
season. 

If there was a worthy family in want that 
did not share in the distribution of whole- 
some Christmas food, with a few of the luxu- 
ries thrown in, it was because the many 
agencies engaged in holiday relief work 
could not find it. 

If there was a child who did not gather 
some toy from one of the many Christmas 
trees, it was because he was effectually hid- 
den from those who sought him. 

It would be impossible without some un- 


. {intentional omission to list the names of all 


the varied organizations and agencies which 
worked unremittingly this year that no home 
or child might be missed; but every one of 
them was busy and each did splendid service. 

There was encouragement, too, in the 
labor. There was a prosperous feeling in 
the atmosphere; it lent zest to giving and 
everybody gave. 

The givers felt the better for it, nor 
would they have had to go far to see the 
joy and satisfaction their giving brought. 

Atlanta made of it for those who needed 
help, a Christmas long to be remembered, 
and set a mark of emulation for those that 


are to come. 


WANTED: SWINE. 


Georgians paid out during the first elev- 
en months of the year just closing $5,500,- 
000 for bacon shipped into Georgia from 
other states. 

The authority back of this astounding 
statement is none the less reliable than 
Peter F. Bahnsen, state veterinarian, who 
is just completing an exhaustive compila- 
tion of statistics covering the live stock 
industry and activities throughout the state, 
which will become part of the official rec- 
ords of his department. 

Unquestionably Georgia has during re- 

cent years made remarkable progress along 
the lines of better farming and the grow- 
ing of more and better live stock; but the 
bare citation of the figures above is suffi- 
cient to show that still there is a wide mar- 
gin for improvement. 
. It/should not be forgotten, too, that this 
$5,500,000 was sent outside of Georgia for 
side-meat alone—that what money was paid 
out to northern and western packers and 
hog-growers for hams, shoulders and other 
forms of pork for Georgia consumption is 
additional. 

In the absence of definite records— 
which the state veterinarian will have at 
hand in the near future—Mr. Bahnsen esti- 
mates that the meat bill of Georgia, paid 
during 1916 for meat shipped into the state, 
will aggregate in excess of $15,000,000. His 
records show that, between January 1 and 
December 1, 1916, a _ total of 36,000,000 
pounds of pork side-meat alone was shipped 
into the state. 

And the point is this: Every “pound of 
that meat should have been grown right 
here in Georgia; every dollar of that $5,500,- 
000, and of that estimated total of $15,000,- 
000, should have gone into the pockets of 
Georgia growers and packers instead of be- 
ing poured across the state line. 

Then, too, with the single item of side- 
meat, or of all pork products, showing in 
the form of such a glaring indictment of 
rural Georgia for its lethargy, what of the 
figures, when they shall be compiled, deal- 
ing with the other food products which 
could handily and should be grown in Geor- 
gia, but for which we Georgians depend 
either wholly or in large part upon other 
and competitive states for our supply! 

It is a favorite boast of Georgians— 
truthful, afl right, and with proven, scien- 
tific facts to back it up—that, were Geor- 
gia to become isolated from the rest of the 
world by a Chinese wall or an endless line 
of impregnable fortifications, its people 
could go right ahead in happiness and pro- 
duce every item and every ounce of food- 
stuffs and other necessities they would 
need. Yet, during the good year 1916, we 
shall have shipped out from the state some- 
thing like $15,000,000 for meat alone! 

This in the face; of the fact that there 
is not another state in the union wherein 
all conditions making live stock growing 
easy and safe and profitable are so happi- 
ly blended as they are in Georgia. Really, 
for Georgians to cross the state line for 
bacon is, in~ point of foolishness, almost 
akin to the traditional act of “Thompson’s 
colt” in swimming the stream that it might 
drink from the opposite bank. 


The nut crop this year is the greatest 
ever, according to the department of agri- 
culture. We knew that long ago, but what 
has the department of agriculture to do 
with “nuts?”

life. 

, Estate Offers $10,000. 

A total of only $65,000 is asked for a 
nurses’ dormitory. The heirs to the estate of 
the late Jospeh Hirsch, founder of Grady, this 
year gave $10,000, provided council would 
give enough to complete the dormitory. If 
council will donate the money next year it 


is probable that’ the Hirsth heirs will renew 
their donation. 

Plans for the nurses’ hospital have been 
drawn for several years. Council last Jan- 
uary put $15,000 in the January appropriation 
sheet for the purpose of beginning the foun- 
dation of the dormitory, but the money was 
never available, so that now the city runs 
the risk of losing the donation of the Hirsch 
heirs, which was contingent upon the money 
being given the city in 1916. 

At present hospital nurses are crowded 
into the very worst kind of quarters at 
Grady hospital. Many of them live four and 
five to a small room, while there are fifteen 
or twenty who are compelled to sleep in one 
of the wards intended for patients, where 
they have no privacy. Others are sleeping in 
the hallways and some on the sleeping 


porches.

Undoubtedly, alcohol, 
when taken internally, does cause a sense of 
wariuith to follow very soon in the skin. 
This is brought about by the alcoho! dilating 
the blood vessels in the skin and causing the 
blood on.the inside of the body to rush to 
the surface. However, the blood rapidly be- 
comes chilled upon being exposed in this 
way, and when it returns to the interior of 
the body the body temperature actually be- 
comes lower than it was before the whisky 
was taken.

ternal congestions. If a person feels that he 
just must have a drink to warm himself up, 
the drink should be taken after the exposure 
is over, and not before nor during it. For 
instance, if a cold ride is to be taken, the 
drink should be taken, if at all, after the 
ride is over and the person back in the house. 
It should not be taken before the ride, nor 
during it, for, as explained above, it will 
cause the blood to rush to the surface and 
become chilled, and, upon its return to the 
interior, the body temperature will be lower 
and internal congestion will develop.

_ BY WILSON'S NOTE 


They Find Message Diffi- 
cult of Interpretation--War 
Must Continue Until Allies 
Get Guarantees for Future. 


, London, December 26.—Interest in 
he receipt of President Wilson’s note 
remains unabated. Newspaper discus- 
— was renewed today with a new 
mpetus, administered by the issue of 
the Swiss note, with its disclosure of a 
Swiss-American consultation weeks 
ag0, and by long cable dispatches re- 
cording the discussions, speculations 
and criticisms in America. On the main 
Question as to how President Wilson's 
note and simiiar should be treated by 
the allies opinion remains as already 
recorded. There is on the one hand a 
reiteration of “the rooted objection of 
the allies to inopportune and ill-advisa- 
ble intervention of neutrals,” and other 
an appeal for courteous treatment wf 
neutral representations. it being urged 
that the allies are bound to take them 
into account, for to do otherwise would 
be 4o reduce themselves to “the level of 
the aggressors who begam the war. 

Apart from the main question there 
is much discussion as to the genesis 
nature and probable effecis of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s message. Dispatcnes 
from Washington and New York repre- 
sent public opinion in America was un- 
informed and as curious on these 
points as opinion is here. It seems a 
matter of special satisfaction to some 
editorial] writers that criticism of the 
president’s phraseology and _ surprise 
at the course he has taken are, ac- 
cording to these dispatches, identical on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

Difficult of Interpretation. 

The Times says: 

“It.would be eesy to discover in the 
recent history of diplomacy a state pa- 
— issued by any great power which 

as proved so exceedingly difficult of 
plain interpretation. President Wil- 
son's first duty to his fellow citizens, 
to the combats and to other neutrals 
would seem to be to make his meaning 
less obscure. Unless and until he does 
s0 the allies must put upon it what 
seems to them the natural interpreta- 
tion and the character of that interpre- 
tation may be inferred from Mr. Bonar 
Law’s remarks the other night.” 

Switzerland’s action, while declared 
in quarters where President Wilson's 
note was met by an emphatic no as 
offering no greater prospect of bring- 
ing peace than that of the president, is 
treated more leniently. “It will not 
suffer,” says The Chronicle, “from the 
misfortune of the circums*ances under 
which the American note was publish- 
ed, making it seem an appendix to the 
German proposals, because the Swiss 
statesmen make it clear their overt 
agreement is the outcome of an ex- 
change of views which had been pro- 
ceeding confidentially for weeks.” 

The Telegraph, taking the same at- 
titude, says: “The Swiss note pru- 
dently avoids the line of argument 
which earned for President Wilson so 
cool a reception by all the belligerents 
and takes only that ground on which 
every neutral has a right to be heard.” 


WAR TO CONTINUE 
UNTIL ALLIES WIN. 


Paris, December 26.—In addresses at 

the national congress of the French 
socialist party Arthur Henderson, the 
British cabinet minister, and J. H. 
Roberts, member of the British parlla- 
ment, both affirmed, amidst enthusi- 
astic cheers, that the war must be 
fought out until full guarantees have 
been obtained for a lasting peace. 
. “In my opinion,” said Mr. Hender- 
son, “if France and ourselves were to 
enter into negotiations under existing 
conditions we should be nations in 
bondage. Nothing less than that is the 
price our enemies would exact for 
peace today.” 

Emile Vandervelde, the Belgian so- 
cialist leader, said: “Our ccmrades 
who have remained in invaded Belgium 
endure German domination with ad- 
mirable firmness. Nothing but encour- 
agement reaches us from them _ So 
that it would seem that the persons 
a hostile to war are those tarthest 
co 3. 

M. Vandervelde also declared that 
the struggle must be carvied on until 
Belgium and Serbia are delivered and 
*“Caesarism is laid low.” 

In his speech Mr. Henderson said: 

“In my opinion we have now reached 
the most dangerous and difficult period 
of the war. During the next few 
months the democracies of Iingland 
and France are going to be tested as 
never before. Do not misunderstand 
me. I do not mean that the stress and 
strain of fighting in the field will be 
more severe, although I' do not ignore 
such a possibility. But the danger is 
of entirely different character. Our 
stupendous losses, our unprecedented 
sacrifices, our horror of war, our love 
of peace, may lead us to mortgage the 
future. With such awful experiences 
we are apt to forget the great moral, 
eternal principles and ideals for which 
we entered the struggle. We are not 
only fighting a negative action 
against material forces which are 
highly organized, Dut we are engaged 
in a great spiritual conflict, upon the 
result of which depend all our great 
ideals. If we enter into negotiations 
now we do so when Germany is not 
repentant for her wrongdoing and is 
glorifying in the success of her mili- 
tary efforts, in fact in the victory of 
German imperialism. In my opinion, 
if France and ourselves were to en- 
ter into negotiations under existing 
conditions with such a spirit we should 
be nations in bondage. Nothing less 
than that is the priee which our ene- 
my would exact for peace today. 

“IT cannot tell you how many months 
and what sacrifices stand between us 
and victory. But I can tell you what 
will be the rewards of victory if we are 
true to ourselves. We shall have as- 
serted the rights of nations, large or 
small, to live their own lives, undis- 
turbed by the ambitions of powerful 
neighbors. War shall have’ exacted 
such reparation for wrongs done them 
by this war as will be a warning to ag- 
gressors for all time to come. We 
shall have laid the foundations of that 
league of nations, beginning with those 
who have fvuught and suffered at our 
side, which will deliver Europe and the 
world from the terror of war. 

“The choice today is between an un- 
timely peace _— years of fear and a 
few months of suffering with a lasting 
peace. Take into consideration all the

Europe, which form the first step of 
their program for world power. Di- 
plomacy cannot suggest these terms 
until the allies have laid the firm 
foundation for success of their present 
military tasks. But by saying less 
diplomacy would acknowledge a result 
of the war unsuccessful for the allies. |

MORE RAIL REVENUES 


New York, December 26.—Unless rail- 
road rates are adjusted to make rev- 
enues conform proportionately to ex- 
penses, federal control of the coun- 
try’s railroads is inevitable, according | 
to the annual report of the general 
executive committee of the Railway | 
Business association, made public here 
tonight. 

“If total revenues are not made ade- 
quate to total expenses,” the report 
States, ‘“‘no question will long remain 
as between federal and state authority 
because sooner or later the federal gov- 
ernment under those conditions must 
lake over the roads, 

“The present law,” the report points 
out, “declares that each rate shall be 


lt is our purpose to recommend that 
two additional elements be embodied 
in the statutory rule: 

“That in regulating rates total rev- 
enues shall be permitted sufficient for 
total legitimate purposes. 

“That legitimate purposes shall em-. 
brace the attraction of investment for 
improvements and extensions. 

“We yield to none in favoring ef- 
fective federal supervision under con- 
ditions advantageous to the whole pub- 
lic, while insuring that the states may 
retain such jurisdiction as local self- 
government requires; but at the same 
time we emphasize this aspect.

Only 933 
linear miles of road were constructed 
in the calendar year, 1915, and ap- 
parently the record for 1916 will bare- 
ly exceed that figure, although the 
volume of industrial activity, and hence 
railway earnings, is considerably great- 
er than in the previous year.”

SOMME BATTLE ENDED, 
ACCORDING, TO GERMANS 


They Say Allies Have Failed 
and German Lines Are 
Stronger Than Ever. 


Berlin, December 26.—(Via Sayville.) 
The almost complete cessation of the 
fighting on the Somme front during 
the past four weeks, has enabled the 
Germans to complete a new system of 
trenches along the whole front, says 
the military critic of the Overseas 
News agency in an article today. 

He declares the great battle that 
began on July 1 may be considered 
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to have been terminated and declares 


that the fact of the Germans being en- 


abled to reconstruct their line mean’ 
that all the efforts and losses of the 
five months’ offensive by the entente 
forces were in vain, as if it is desired 
to resume the attack it must be be- 
gun all over again. 

The writer says the new defenses 
have been perfected to such a degree 
that even the foremost trenches are 
now protected by barbed wire, with 
the troops holding them occupying deep 
dugouts and having adequately pro- 
tected communicating trenches. More- 
over, he asserts the new defensive lines 
are stronger than those of July 1, “as 
behind the first line trenches which 
were constructed under hostile artil- 
lery fire, are more than a dozen of the 
strongest sort of defensive lines which 
have been built absolutely without in- 
terference and with great care.”

* New York, December 26.—Judging 
from the movement of special stoc':s 
today, Wall street’s speculative ele- 
ment appeared more concerned in the 
Mexican situation than in European 
peace negotiations. Shares most af- 
fected by Mexican conditions rose vig- 
orcusly on reports in financial circles 
428 e possible agreement between the 
United States and Mexico. 

Shipping issues, in which dealings 
were relatively most active, were hignh- 
ly erratic, Mercantile Marine preferred 
recording an extreme decline of 7% 
points, with 3% for the common, on 
further heavy selling ascribed to Eng- 
Jand’s policy of “nationalization, 
while Atlantic, Gulf and West Indies, 
Owing no allegiance to the British gov- 
ernment, registered a gross gain of 9 
points. 

Renewal of Germany’s peace over- 
tures, which became known in the lat- 
ter part of the session, was followed 
by a moderate strengthening of rep- 
resentative stocks, including United 
States Steel, but this advantage waz 
Partly forfeited on the failure of the 
mote to set forth any definite terms. 

The movement otherwise constituted 
a confusion of gains and losses, muni- 
tions and equipments reflecting the 
conflicting views of professional trad- 
ers, whose operations governed prices 
throughout, with minor advances pré- 
dominating at the end. United States 
Steel fluctuated between 106 and 108%, 
closing at 107%, a gain of 1% points, 

At no time were rails more than 
moderately active, low pricea shares 
displaying more firmness than the in- 
vestment group. Coppers contributed 
measureably to the day’s business, but 
some unsettlement in trade quotatiuns 
kept those issues within narrow bounds. 
Sugars, leathers, Industrial Alcohoi ana 
such utilities as Ohio Gas and Colum- 
bia Gas, the former at an extreme 
gain of 5% points, were among tile 
few less conspicuous issues of strength. 
Total sales were 786,600, the smaliest 
full day in weeks.

BERLIN NOTE HALTS 
"ADVANGE IN WHEAT 


| Barly Gain Almost Entirely 
»; Wiped Out by New German - 
Proposal — Market Closed 
1-8 to One Cent Higher. 


Chicago, December 26.—Lively selling | 
which seemed to be connected with’!

On the other hand, the fact that Ger- 
many did not comply with the American | 
request to name peace terms appeared 
to cause some conflict of opinion as to 
whether a cessation of hvstilities had | 
actually been brought any rearer. This | 
uncertainty was reflected by something | 
of a rally which seemed to be gaining 
headway as the session ended. The 
fact was also noticeable that at no time 
did the declines_carry the market to_ 
any radical extent below Saturday's 
closing level. 

Previous to the Berlin cevelopments | 
the wheat market had displayed a de- 
cided tendency to advance and "nad risen 
tc the highest point since the news was 
received of the German peace offer on 
December 12. Today’s temporary show- 
ing of strength was based largely on 
hopes of improved foreign demand and 
on the scantiness of domestic receipts. 
Gossip was current .that Europeans 
were buying future deliveries, and that 
more vessels were now available for 
exports. 

Predictions of heavy receipts this 
week had a bearish influence on corn 
especially after wheat late in the day 
underwent a sag.

Cunningham Will Again Be 


Head Coach at University; 
No Thought of Any Change 


By Dick Jemison. 


There was a rumor in Atlanta yester- 
day to the effect that Alex W. Cun- 
ningham, head coach at the University 
of Georgia, was going to be supplanted 
by some one else next season and Glenn 
(“Pop”) Warner, at present coach at 
the University of Pittsburg, was men- 
tioned as his successor. 

The source of the rumor could not be 
run down, but the rumor itself was 
spiked in its infancy by The Constitu- 
tion upon its immediate investigation. 

In the first place, Pop Warner is un- 
der contract to the University of Pitts- 
burg, and only this past fall the Pitts- 
burg authorities tendered Warner a 
new contract for a period of years at 
a big increase in salary. 

The sporting editor called Professor 
S. V. Sanford, faculty director of ath- 
letics at the university, over the tele- 
phone and no one was more surprised 
than he at the report. It was the first 
intimation that he had that any such 
rumor was going the rounds. 

Georgia Is Pleased. 

“I wish you would correct any im- 
pression that is going the rounds that 
the authorities at the university are at 
all displeased at Cunningham or his 


work,” said Mr. Sanford. “We like Mr. 
Cunningham personally and officially, 
and as far as I am concerned and the 
rest of the members of the athletic 
board we want Mr. Cunningham again 
next year. 

“If he has any intention of going 
elsewhere, he has never said anything 
to any one in Athens or at the uni- 
versity and I am sure he would have 
done so. In fact, all the discussions 
we have had with Mr. Cunningham 
since the close of the football season 
have been in relations to plans for 1917. 

“Mr. Cunningham has always given 
us the impression that he wanted to 
stay at the university, and we want 
him to stay. 

‘If there is to be a change of any 
nature it will be in a deyre «2 more as- 
sistance to him in his arduous duties 
and it is possible that the fact that this 
matter had been discussed caused the 
possibility of an acquisition to the 
coaching staff being enlarged upon in 
the telling, as those things often oc- 
cur.” 

Mr. Sanford would not mention who 
was being considered for assistant 
coach’s place under Mr. Cunningham, 
if any one was.

10,000 CIVILIANS 
TO GET TRAINING 


IN THE U.S. NAVY 


Washington, December 26.—An op- 
portunity for 10,000 civilians to receive 
naval training during the coming year 
will be offered under navy department 
plans completed today, contemplating 
the use of twelve reserve battleships 


for a summer training cruise, the es- 
tablishment of coast training camps at 
San Francisco, Chicago, Norfolk, New- 
port and probably Pensacola, and the 
organization of motorboat squadrons 
made up of owners of private motor 
craft, 

A tentative schedule drawn up by the 
department provide’ for the opening of 
the camps and the start of the cruise 
on July 2, the training course in each 
instance to extend until August 4. 
Mobilization of motor boat squadrons 
for maneuvers would take place early 
in September. A winter training course 
preliminary to the summer cruise 
would be provided those applying on 
board designated battleships at Phila- 
delphia and New York, 

The summer training cruise, which 
will be similar to the John Paul Jones 
cruise of last summer, in which about 
2000 civilians were given training, 
probably will be held again this year 
coincident with a naval war game. 
Training at the camps will be similar 
to that given apprentice seamen for 
one month. The expenses to each man 
will be about $39, but congress will 
be asked to authorize enrollment of 
those who qualify in the naval volun- 
teer reserve for one year, with a pro- 
vision that their expenses for trans- 
portation to and from the camps and 
for subsistence would be met by the 
government. At present there is no 
authority under which the civilians can 
bind themselves for war service. 

In organizing the motorboat patrol 
department will carry 
into effect the provision of the last 
naval bill authorizing formation of a 
naval coast defense reserve. Motorboat 
owners and operators taking part in 
these maneuvers will be asked to join 
the permanent reserve, which is design- 
ed to furnish the navy with a fleet of 
fa'st armed motor auxiliaries for use 
along the coasts and particularly adapt- 
ed for attacking submarines. During
